The Indiana., company- was formed 


to take over the., old Chicago, Cincin 
nati and Louisville railroad property, 
which was sold recently by James P. 
Goodrich, receiver on the order of 'he 
United States -circuit court for the 
Indiana district. Carl Remington and 
Gilbert Cannon who. the complaint 
avers, are merely attorneys Cor che 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad com- 
pany, bid in the property and organ- 
ized tbe Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
way company of Indiana.

The first thins in acquiring a grace- 


ful carriage is to ' learn how to hold 
the body 
correctly when «tandlng.. 


Women are prone either to carry thelf' 
shoulders flung back as If a ramrod 
had 
been 
i thrust down their spinal 


column, or «lse to slouch forward pa- 
thetically, head poked forward, stom- 
ach protruding, and knees bent and 
uncertain. The chief thing is to keep 
the chest out and that unruly mem- 
ber, the abdomen, in. This done, the 
shoulders fall naturally 
into 
easy, 


graceful lines. 
The body should ba. 


erect, inclining slightly forward from 
the hips up, the weight ori the ball* 
of the feet, never the heels, the knees 
held together, the arms hanging nat-- 
urally at the sides, the-chin up, the 
chest forward and the abdomen back, 
says the Pitteburg Leader. Inflate the 
chest deeply and step in front of a 
door, letting the toes touch the wood- 
work. If at the same time the forehead 
and chest meet tile door panel the 
standing position is correct. A good 
rule for beginners is to Ignore the Rnee 
joint (which is, however, more easily 
said than done) and carrying the chest 
uplifted, try to get a free, vigorous 
swing from the hips. If you can see 
the' bump, bump of the skirt against 
the knee, the action is still 
wrong-. 


You are walking with the knee joints 
instead of the h!ps. There Is, however, 
a vast difference between swinging tho 
leg and swinging the hip alone.

The thing we want to know about is 


religion; this above everytthing else. 
since it is religion that brings us back 
to God. Art and science and philos- 
ophy are important; but to be a mas- 
ter of arts, a bachelor ot science and 
a doctor of philosophy all 
together 


would be merely an empty and tran- 
sient honor In one who was not also 
religious, that Is. the child ot God. 


The word religion is said to come 


from re-llgare. meaning "to bind back." 
We were created in the likeness of 
God, but have somehow become alienl- 
ated from him. As the planets were 
made to move obediently in their orbits, 
so we were made to live in harmony 
with divine law; but, alas! \ve have 
"transgressed," that is, crossed the line. 
In so doing we have exiled ourselves 
from Got, like planets swept out of their 
normal pathway into lawless space. 
We have sinned; and "without holiness 
no man shall see God." The question 
of all questions now Is: 
How can we 


be restored to'him? 


It thus appears that the, search for 


religion is the noblest that can engag« 
tl'.e enerfgies of mortal man. But 
where shall we find religion?. Take 
heed; for there are fabrications many 
and diverse passing current under that 
name which on examination prove to 
be utterly futile and vanish into thin 
air. 
The test is a simple one. A 


genuine .religion must do what It pro- 
poses to do; that is, it must bind the 
soul of the sinner back to God. 


Tha Religion of th* Bible. 


For our guidance in this noble quest 


we have the Bible. It is a revelation 
or "unveiling" of religion. As such it is 
authoritative and trustworthy, because 
it was "written by holy men as they 
were moved by the spirit of God." 


Ar.d 
for our further guidance 
the 


only-begotten Son of God came into 
the world; as it is written, "In the be- 
ginning was the "Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was God; 
and the Word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us." We perceive him 
walking through the Scriptures, from 
the first prophecy in Eden to the last 
vision of the Apocalypse, as the teaxiher 
of religion. The theme of his ministry 
on earth was religion. 
The 
religion 


which he set forth is called "The Gos- 
pel of Reconciliation," because It pre- 
sents a specific plan for the recovery 
of man's lost estate. The man who ac- 
cepts It is homeward bound. 


' The religion thus outlined in the 


written and incarnate Word is denned 
in our text- James, the outhor of this 
definition, was the utilitarian among 
the apostles. He was a theologian with 
a clear eye to the needs of practical 
life. The religion which he outlines is 
marked by four qualifications. First, 
it is not one among many, but the 
only one. Second, tt is "pure and un- 
refiled;" that is, not a mixture of truth 
and error, but 
absolutely 
faultless 


- every way. • Third, it is "acceptable to 


God." 
There are many systems of 


faith and conduct which . commend 
themselves to various classes ot men; 
but the true religion is that 
which 


passes muster before the Holy One. 
And fourth, it does what it proposes to 
do; that Is, it binds the sinner back to 
God. 


What is this religion? The apostle 


here describes it, and by his definition 
three things are ruled out as non-es- 
sential and two are counted in. 


What Religion Is Not. 


As to the things which are ruled out. 
First, he intimates that religion is 


not a, creed. A creed is necessary as a 
symbol of faith; nevertheless, a man 
may be orthodox and not religious at 
all. A man without a creed is an in- 
vertebrate; but a man with a creed and 
nothing else is a lifeless automaton; 
for "as a man thinketh in his heart, so 
is he." A creed is like a physician's 
prescription; 
a paper full of zigzag 


characters, having no value except as 
it stands for something. It is not this 
paper, but the thing -which it stands 
for, that must be taken inwardly to 
effect a cure. 


Second, religion is not 
a 
liturgy. 


Rites and ceremonies are important; 
but they are not the essential thing. 
They are, as Salter says, "the ailment 
of religion, but not its life;-the .fuel, 
but not the flame; the scaffolding,.but 
not the edifice." 
They are like the 


vial into which the apothecary- puts the 
prescription: it is necessary, yet of no 
value whatever except for 
what it 


holds. To place one's confidence in the 
saving power of the church and its 
sacraments is as vain as it would be 
for a patient to expect to be cured of 
B mortal malady by the vial rather than 
by the remedy within it. 


Third, religion is not a confession. 


Such a confession is important, for is 
it not written, "With the heart man 
lielieveth unto righteousness and with 
the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation?" 
The man who imagines 


himself to be a. Christian without com- 
ing out into the open may well ques- 
tion the sincerity of his faith and the 
validity of his hope. 
An open con- 


fession Is 'Ike the label on the vial. 
The law requires it. because there is 
no telling what mistakes might occur 
without it. But the label has no value 
except it describes 
something. 
Lip 


service has a- place in religion only so 
far as the lips serve the heart and the 
heart is true to truth and righteous- 
ness. 
Now these are the thincs which re- 


lieion is not. They are necessary ** 
indication? and concomitants of pure 
?nd undefilcd religion; but th?y are 
c;i!y the shadows of it. Where is the 
niVstance. the essential 
thine, 
by 


vhich the f°ul is healed 3? when metii- 


c:-e the medicine called for by the 
prescription, contained in the vial and 
Only labeled—heinc taken into the sys- 
tem finds It way into blood and sinew 


and expresses itself in terms of physi- 
cal life? 


The two hemispheres of religion, as 


set forth by James, are Poing Good 
and Being Good. And it is character- 
istic of this apostle of the practical life 
that he puts the former before the lat- 
ter, unselfishness before self, benefi- 
cence before character. 


1. The- Doing Good is expressed in 


the words "to visit the fatherless and 
widows In tbeir affliction." 
The world 


Is full of such needy and helpless ones: 
anad our relation to them was indi- 
cated by our Lord In clareiit terms 
when he said. "Inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of th* last of these, ye 
have done it unto me" 


It Is related by Palmaris, a devotee 


nf the twelfth century, that In tok«n 
of repentance he set out 
from 
his 


home at Piacenza on a pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem. He had not proceeded far, 
however, when his Lord appeared to 
him in a vision, saying, "I care not for 
thy 
pious 
pilgrimage. 
There are 


widows and fatherless at Piacenza who 
need thee; go hack and visit them!" 
He w-ag not disobedient to the heavenly 
vision, the legend says, but returning 
to his native town founded charitable 
institutions which have preserved his 
name in the odor of sanctity to this 
day. 


Unselfish Service. 


It is clear, however, that the visita- 


tion of the widows and the fatherless is 
merely a specific term used to desig- 
nate a general duty. The reference Is 
to all unselfish service. .Sin is self- 
seeking; the first step Godward is out 
of self into self-sacrifice for 
others. 


He who would be greatest 
in 
the 


kingdom of God must be servant .of 
all. 


But judged by this criterion, where 


is the perfectly religious man? Did 
ever one live in this world who so far 
forgot himself as 
to 
give himself 


wholly and unreservedly for his fel- 
low men? Yes. One! He stands alone 
as the religious ^exemplar of the ages. 
He came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister. He was everybody's 
friend. 
He forgot himself in remem- 


bering the needy. 
He heard the cry 


of the friendless in the 
porches 
of 


Bethesda; he healed the sicknesses ot 
those who were laid on couches along 
the way. Ministry was his meat and 
drink. His life is comprehended in a 
brief sentenc^, "He went about doing 
good." 
Its 'end was at 
Golgotha, 


where, in the one deed of self-sacrifice 
which set the pattern of beneficence for 
all succeeding ages, he "tasted death for 
every man." This is the hemisphere of 
religion on its manward side. Let that 
mind be in you which was 
also 
in 


Christ Jesus, "To do good and to com- 
municate forget not." ' 


2. The Being Good is expressed in 


the words "and to keep himself un- 
spotted from the world." But just here 
is the difficulty. 
How shall one keep 


himself unspotted from the world? The 
spot is there! Among all the children 
of men there is not one who does not 
realize it. 
The "damned spot," as 


Macbeth calls it, is there, and, despite 
all earth's purgings, It is there to stay. 
"All 
great 
Neptune's 
ocean cannot 


wash it clean." How vain to speak or 
even think of "keeping one's self un- 
spotted from the world" while that re- 
mains, the ineradicable stain of sin! 


"Unspotted From the World." 


The first thing to-be done, obviously, 


is to get rid of that spot. Is it possl 
ble? In all the religions of the world, 
save one, there is no suggestion of any 
means of doing it. The only plan which 
has ever been intimated is that which 
points to the cross, saying, "Come now, 
aaith the Lord, and let us reason to- 
gether; though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be as white as snow, and 
though they be red like crimson they 
shall be as wool." A man who is truly 
in quest of religion will not be satisfied 
with any which doth not effect this 
purging. 
And if he is really sincere 


and In earnest he will fall in with the 
one "pure and undefiled religion" which 
proposed to do it. Here is the propo 
sitlon: 
"The blood of Jesus 
Christ 


cleanseth from all sin." 


The fact, however, that a. fountain 


has been opened for uncleanliriess has 
no purging power except for those who 
take advantage of it. The remission of 
sins is offered "without money 
and 


without'price:" it remains for the sin- 
ner to appropriate it. Ths fountain is 
there; he must wash and he clean. 
This means that Christ must be be- 
lieved In; as it is written. "He that be- 
lieveth in the Lord Jesus Christ shall 
be saved." He that so believeth is al- 
ready saved, here and now. His sin 
is forgiven and his iniquity is purged, 
the spot is gone! 


This matter of prime 
importance 


having- been attended to, all the rest 
of religion, so far as character is con- 
cerned, is "to keep oneself unspotted;" 
that \s. to refrain from sin. Thi* Is 
possible in only one way. So long as 
a man keeps company with Thrist he 
cannot sin. Try it. if you will. Try to 
do a wrong thing while Christ, is walk- 
ing with you. 
No man ever did it. 


Sin becomes possible only when we 
fling Christ off-. 
It would never have 


b'een written that Peter "denied his 
Lord" had it not been written in 
previous sentence that "he followed 
him afar off." 
Our Lord h^s promis 


to keep in touch with him, 
Tn his 


sacerdotal prayer he says. "Father. I 
have kept those whom thou hast given 
me." 
That word kept Is a. great 


word: and the ?rcrct of being thus kept 
Is in practising the presence of Christ. 


Xow this is a. practical religion, as 


James defines it- 
And there is one 


inevitable conclusion: namely, religion 
is Impossible -without. Christ One mny 
cal! himself religion?, may pay tithes 
and "ft»r sacrifices anfl cry. "Lord! 
!/3r<3!" but he has not found that "pure 
sn3 undefi1e<1 religion" which bn'n 
the i=oul back to God unless he has ac- 
cepted him -who ssH. "J am the way: 
nn man cometh unto the Father hut t>j- 
me." • You cannot fo around Christ 


and get back to God. You eiinnot set 
rid of the spot without the cleansing of 
his hlootl. 
You cannot keep yourself 


"unspotted from the world" except as 
you are "kept" by him. And you can- 
not practice that unselfish beneficence 
In default of which religion is but an 
empty show without following in his 
steps. 


The definition of religion is thus re- 


duced to a single word, namely, Christ. 
He is made unto us wisdom and right- 
eousness, and sanctifie;itlon and 
re- 


demption. He Is first, last, midst and 
all in all. 


It Is related that a young- ruler once 


came to JR.SUS saying. "Good Master, 
what shall I do that I may have eternal 
life?" 
"What he wanted was religion. 


A gentleman saw two children before 


him in the cars, a boy and a girl. .Both 
looked tire. They were traveling alone. 
Toward noon the little girl got up from 
her seat, ar.d presently he saw 
hef 


kneeling on the Hoor with hvr head 
bowtfd In the cushion. Was she sick? 
Did she find this an easy way to sleep? 
No. she was praying. 


"What are you doing, my little girl?" 


he asked, when she sot up. 


"I was saying. 'Our Father, who art

that taking the American Grocer's own 
bases of value, this year will show not 
Jess than $100,000,000 increase in the 
value of lifiuors consumed over that of.

This is. of course, not quite so encour- 
aging from a superficial viewpoint' as 
the totals for last year seem to be; but 
we believe that the increase shown 
this year does not in any way mean a 
retrograde

perance or prohibition reform: on the 
contrary, they are a warning and guide 
which should not be ignored by any 
worker for civic righteousness.

In the second 
place, millions of gal!6ns of liquor are 
being sold in defiance of public senti- 
ment In .prohibition states 'and cities 
under the protection of the present 
federal interstate regulations. In the 
third place in almost every state and 
district where "no license" has been 
hastily won. after an emotional cam- 
pa ig;i. thp people fino1 themselves with 
prohibition on the statute books, but 
\vitb weak. 
liquor-sympathizing 
of- 


ficials in office, who are doing their 
best t" nullify the law, ignore their 
oaths and shield 
the law-breaking 


agents of outside brewers and distillers 
.in.surreptitious and illegal sales. 


From wide correspondence which has 


reached our desk in recent months wo 
believe that the people in the country 
•ii J.irgo arc more strongly in favor of 
prohibition than ever before, and that 
these handicaps and alliances of of- 
ficials with the liquor outlaws will soon 
precipitate a far more indignant and 


for congress in strategic districts In 
every state, and aggressive campaigns 
are being launched. We believe that 
right here is the point of. most vital 
importance for all friends of the pro- 
hibition cause—that unless we can de- 
fend the territory already won, stamp 
out nullification, and replace unfaithful 
officials, bosses and liquor parties with 
able champions of the people's rights 
and 
of , prohibition as well, there is 


great danger of losing much, if not all, 
of the ground partial! ywon during the 
last ten years. 


These facts by their very importance 


demand recognition from -all students 
of the temperance and prohibition re- 
form, and reveal a condition of affairs 
at present exactly the reverse of that 
which appeared to be the situation last 
year. That is why I am prompted to 
write you thus at length, and I am sure 
that' In. fairness to the 
temperance 


cause you will'be g-lad to give space to 
this statement.

HK late Roswnll P. Flower—one time Gov- 
ernor of the State of New York—was a 
pretty practical sort of agriculturist.
